THE SUNDRY CIVIL BILL. 


The Silver Men Triumph—The New Orleans 
Appropriation, 

WasHIneTon, February 26.—In the*“house, 
Mr. Forney, of Alabama, submitted the con- 
ference report ou the army appropriation bill, 
and it was adopted. An agreement was. re- 
ported on all the amendments except that 
relative to the hours duringiwhich court- 
martials may hold their sessions. A further 
conference was orderéd. 

The postoffice appropriation bill, with the 
senate amendments, was taken from the 
speaker’s table and referred to the committee 
on appropriations. 

The committee on appropriations reported 
the fortification appropriation bill, and it was 
referred to the committee of the whole. 

Mr. illis submitted a substitute for the bill 
which took the same course. 

Mr. Randall moved to suspend the rules so 
that tho sundry civil appropriation bill may 
be considered for four hours, which time shall 
be eccupied in debate on the clauses relating 
tothe suspension of silver coinage and the 
W orld’s industri! and cotten exhibition,three 
hours to devoted to debate on the 
first- named item an one hour 
on the latter.

members of the appropriations committee, if 
opportunity were offered, would unanimously 
sustain mein the position) of moving to sus- 
pend the rules in the manner stated in the 
resohution, with everything connected with 
coinage eliminated both from the bill and the 
resolution.”

THE NAVAL APPROPRIATIONS. 


The Senate Increases the Amount in the 
Bouse Bill. 

Wasnixoron, February 26.—The senate com- 
mittee on appropriations, by amendments, 
have inoreased the naval appropriation bill 
es sent from the house by the net sum of 
$2,364,500. The principal items of increase 
are the appropriation of two million for con- 
tinuing the work on the double turretted mon- 
itors: $500,000 for the the armament of new 
cruisers and gun boats; $115,000 on the ep- 
propriation for the construction of street crul- 
sers end gun boats, and $500,000 for the 
general muintenance of the bureau ef yards

THE LORDS MAKE AN ATTACK ON 
THE CABINET. 


They Call for an Envg'ish Protectorate Ovar Egypt 
end au Iucefinite Oc capation of the Soudan 
The Obances of the Governmeat—The 
Battle of Kassala— The Anarchists. 


Lonpox, February 26.—In the house of lords 
this evening, the marquis of Salisbury moved 
a vote of censure on the government’ 
Egyptian policy. The motlon was greeted 
with applause. Lord Salisbury said, in 
submitting the motion, that the government 
had acted throughout as if they were 
unwilling to arrive at a _ decision 
until the very last moment. They always 
waited until the external pressure had forced 
them to form some kind of decision. The re- 
sult of these halting measures had been 
throughout deplorable. In the absence of 
any fixed policy the government had adopted 
the absurd plan of taking advant-

Loxnvon, February 26.—The following fpar- 
ticulars of the battle near Kassala, have just 
been received from Suakim. The Hadendowas 
attacked the Kassala garrison which, under 
its*commandment, had sallied out to cover the 
entry of a convoy of grain. The garrison made 
hasty defense works on the open plain west of 
the city, and received the onslaught of the 

fadendowas with such terrible fire that the 
latter fell back in confusion, with heavy loss. 
The Shukoorie tribe, who brought 
the grain for Kassala,‘ then 
attacked the Hadendowas on the 
flavk and reat, while the garrison troops ad- 
veneed to attack their front. The Haden- 
dowes became panic-stricken and fled in all 
directions. ‘ chief, Isaelfilatti, was 
killed. The Shukoories €ccupied and de- 
stroyed Phillip headquarters of Moussa. The 
eccond chief of the Hadendowas, Moussa, sent 
emissaries to Atmich, the religious chief, at 
Bekri, a suburb Of Kaseala, asking what terms 
be required for the surrender of Bekri. At- 
mich replied that he must have hostages be- 
tore he could negotiate with Moussa. 

The difficulty of the garrison at Kassala has 
been increased by the appearance of the Ital- 
ians at Massowah. This interferea with the 
authority of Major Chermside, who was pre- 
paring an immense convoy of provisions, 
munitions and money for Kassala. These 
measures of relief for the  beleg- 
uered are now at a standstill. Kassala is the 
second city inthe Soudan. It contains 20,000 
inbabitants, and has a garrison of 3,000 men. 
It is the keystone in the line of the frontier 
strong holds which are holding out against 
the mahdi Kassala, Sanheit, Amdib, Ghira 
and Gallabat are resisting the force of rebels. 
Kassala has already been besieged for a whole 
year. Major Chermside has offered to send 
reinforcements but the commander has refused 
to accept any, as he is unable to provide them 
with food. Unless England or Italy sends 
speedy relief, Kassela will share the fate of 
berber and Khartoum.

A RIOTOUS CROWD. 


Whose Demonstrations Excite Staid Phila- 
delphia, 

PurtapeLpata, February 26.—Notwithstand- 
ing the proclamation issued this afternoon, 
calling on the citizens in the vicinity of the 
carpet mills, in Kensington, to remain off the 
streeta,{n order to prevent a repetition of last 
night’s riotous demonstration, there was again 
to-night an immense crowd of peop le 
in the neighborhood fof  Leedoma® 
mill, where the non-union 
loom fixer, Cameron, is employed. From 
early in the afternoon until evening the 
crowd inereased in numbers, until the side- 
walks, and in fact, some of the streets, were 
almost blockaded. Just before the time for 
the hands in Leedom’s mill to stop work, 200 

olicemen marched up to the building, and 
ividinginto four squads, drove the crowd 
beck for a block on cach of the four streets, 
leading to the mill. Twenty officers 
then escorted Cameron from the mill and 
walked with him on the sidewalk. As he 
proceeded home, some of the more daring of 
those congregated on the streets eluded the 
large force of officers, and running through 
the side streets, caught up to Cameron and his 
escort. The mob then followed closely, hoot- 
ing and jeering, and throwing snowballs, 
stones and other missiles. The officer in 
charge of the squad, after having been fol- 
lowed a few blocks, ordered the officers to 
draw their clubs and charge upon 
the mob. This owas done, and 
a brief but furious fight ensued, 
Several of the officers were knocked down, but 
none seriously injured, while of those eom- 
posing the mob several came out of the melee 
with broken heads, and seven of them! were 
captured. In the excitement attending thus 
onslaught, en officer slipped away with Cam.- 
eron, and he was taken to his home without 
being further molested. [t was said that the 
female non-union weavers employed in the 
mill were taken away in carriages, but the 
striking weavers assert that 
were kept in the building, 
remain their allpight. The seven prisoners, 
whore ages range from eighteen to twenty- 
eight years, were locked up for hearing to- 
morrow. The weavers assembly of the

Joseph E. Johnson, who wanted to see | 
Wheeler, and knowing he would find him 
where the fighting was going on, sought him 
on the skirmish line. When General John- 
son walked upthe dashing cavalry oflicer 
stepped from behind his tree and 
invited his superior oflicer to take 
advantage of its protection. This General 
Johnson declined to do, saying that he wanted 
noman to expose his life for his sake. Bat 
General Wheeler refused to return to his place 
of safety, and so the two brave and courteous 
officers stood by the side of the tree, exposed 
to the full fire of the enemy until they 
finished their conversation. Then Johnson 
retired and Wheeler returned to his post 
behind the tree.

The Work Done on a Qailit. 
Fromithe Piedmont,‘Ga., Press. 

N. J. Sloper, of our city, has just com- 
pleted'a quill which for durability and the 
quantity of work expended on it is perhaps 
without an equal. 

The quilt is a knit one composed of 110 
squares, each equare formed of four triangu- 
lar pieces; in each triengle is an ingeniously 
constructed fig leaf. Tt was necessary to 
make 20,640 stitehes to complete one square, 
and beforethe quilt was finished 2,270,400 
stitches were made. Thelady haz been en- 
gagedtwo years on the work, and in that 
time she was forced to make a stitch and a 
half every second for twelve hours each day. 

During the last five years the lady, in addi- 
tion to the quilt mentioned above, has knit a 
beautiful shell, one for herself, and assisted in 
making three othors. 

This is certainly an enormous amouat of 


work to be expended on one quilt.

ture, If the republicans of New Hampshire 
desire to fill the seat, no doubt Governor 
Moody will appoint Mr. Blair or some other 
republican. The state law in none of the 
three states is very clear on the subject, but 
in the absence of state authority the politi- 
cians will fall back on the provisions of the 
constitution of the United Stats. 

One article of the constitution provides 
that “if vacancies happen, by resignation or 
otherwise, during the recess of the legisla- 
ture of any state, the executive thereof may 
make temporary appointments until the 
next meetingof the legislature, which shall 
then fill such vacancies,’’;: Still another arti- 
cle says ‘“‘no state without its consent shall 
be deprived of its equal suffrage in the sen- 
ate.” The eflicacy of these provisions was 
fully tested in 1879. The case arose in New 
Hampshire under’ circumstances pre- 
cisely similar to the vyacancy' that 
will soon occur im the representation of that 
state, and that will recur whenever a special 
session is held directly after the close of the 
short session. The governor of the state 
appointed Charles H. Bell. The senate was 
stropgly republican, and the committee on 
privileges and elections reported that Mr. 
Bell was not entitled to a seat, because the 
vacancy was the result of fixedeand known 
law; it did not “happen,’? and should have 
been foreseen. In other words, the New 
Hampshire people should change the time of 
the meeting of their legislature, if they~de- 
sire unbroken representation iz;“the senate. 
The minority report took the ground that 
all vacancies A.v be said to “happen.” The 
Senaveuoped the minority report and seated 
Mr. Bell by a vote of thirty-five to twenty- 
eight. Mr. Bayard voted in the affirmative, 
andso did Mr. Edmunds. Messrs, Lamar, 
Garland and Conkling voted against the seat- 
ing of Bell. 

The governors of the three states-—-if Illi- 
nois fails to elect—will doubtless accept the 
Bell case as a precedent, but it is not likely 
they will be able to send representatives to 
Washington to take part in the special ses- 
sion. The party exigencies do not demand 
hasty action. 

The democratic minority may be lessened 
temporarily by appointments to the cabinet. 
Messrs. Bayard, Lamar and Garland have 
been assigned to the cabinet by public epin- 
ion and the press, and if they go out three 
democratic governors may also have to re- 
sort to the precedent set in the Bell cage. 
The Arkansas legislature is, however, in ses- 
sion, and it would not be difficult to convene 
the Delaware legislature. But at the open- 
ing of the special session the senate will 
probably embrace only 39 republicansand 3! 
democrats, or six less than a full senate. 


HISTORY REPEATS ITSELF. 

Itis very evident that the Wall street 
speculators and their organs have little idea 
of the risks they are running in their efforts 
10 organize a raid on silver in the interests of 
goid. They forget, among other things, thatr 
but for the timely cemonetization of ser. 
the greenback party woxyi"have taken the 
country by s*” The result would have 
been th *s<ue of a large volume of what the 
£0" bugs are pleased to call fiat money. The 


rovhiniiteation of silver, and the provision 


for the coinage of two million silver dollars a 
month, gave the quietusto the greenback 
movement, for it_supplied a currency caleu- 
lated to meet the wants and necessities of the 
people. . 

From that time to the present, but little 
has been heard of the greenback party, for 
the mass of the people were satisfied with the 
situation. There is no doubt, however, that 
those who are determined to make a raid on 
silver for speculative purposes are paving the 
way fora renewal of the greenback agitation. 
If they are successful in their present efforts, 
they will have no difficulty in discovering 
that the people of the country propose to 
have a financial policy of their own. 

There are hints and rumors of a 
financial crash as. the result of -the 
continued coinage of silver, and there is 
no déubt that the Wall street speculators and 
the capitalists who are interested in depreci- 
ating silver and driving it out of circulation 
are doing all they can to precipitate sucha 
crash. Thecrash may cause great suffering 
and distress, but the people will undoubtedly 
manage to take care of themselves. 

When silver is depreciated and driven out 
of circulation, the greenback party will be re- 
vived and it will have as its platform the,e- 
cent decision of the supreme court, which de- 
clares ibat congress has the right to issue le- 
gal tender notes. It would bea very strong 
platform indeed, and ifthe monometalists 
and gold-bugs are as influential with the 
democratic president and with congress as 
they profess to be, we shall have a repetition 
of the greenback moyement which, a few 
years ago, created such consternation in Wall 
street and among the gold-bugs. 


A REDUCTION IN POSTAGE. 

The postofiice appropriation bill, as passed 
by the house, reduced lettér postage by 
making a two-cent stamp cover an ounce in- 
stead of half an ounce; and newspaper post- 
age was reduced from two cents a pound to 
one centa pound. All first-class matter, in- 
cluding heavy parcels, was reduced one-half. 
Second-class matter was not reduced when 
two-cent postage was inaugurated, and the 
friends of the newspapers very naturally 
thought thereshould be some reduction in 
hewspaper postage when another cut was 
mede in letter postage. The house thought 
Fo too, but when the bill went to the senate 
and was referred to the committee on post- 
(tices and post-roads, it came out shorn of 
the newspaper reductions. But when the 
bill was considered in the senate they were 
all restored, after a debate in which several 
senators showed their hands. Senator Miller, 
of New York, appeared asthe champion of 
the newspapers. He makes pulp for them, 
and is, therefore,a natura! friend of free 
circulation, especially if he tan name the 
price of his own commodity. But he stood 
up bravely at any rate for the newspapers. 
Mr. Saulsbury, of Delaware, opposed the 
proposition out and out,and several other 
senators did not take to it very warmly. 
But the proposition as it came from the 
bouse was adopted, thus reducing postage 
on all second-class matter, including sample 
copies, to one centa pound. Noris there to 
be any increase of postage on account of 
marked articles for observation.

Two or three days ago Solicitor J.L. Orr received 
a letter, written in German, from Leopold {Bene- 
dict, of Karisbad, Germany, father of the young 
man shot by Ferguson at Abbeville. It will be 
remem bered that Ferguson was recently tried for 
the murder, which tue evidence showed to be one 
of peculiar atrocity.

stroyed hisand my future. 

“There could be no justice if this miserable 
murderer does not suffer the penalty of, death.

tation to murder my beleved child. You will do

THE SEMINOLE INDIANS. 


An Interesting Letter on Their New Home 
Life, 


BY I. M’QUEEN AULD... 

OnLANDO, January 1885.—A good deal has been 
published about the Florida Indian thatis not in 
accordance with facts; being deductions from 
mere rumor, or eyolyed from the imagircation of 
the writers. 

Aside fromthe aniversal Indian trait of reti- 
cence, and the habit of shrouding their homelife 
in mystery, there are two considerable obstacles 
to an intimate acquaintance with the customs of 
the Seminoles, 

First, is the remoteness and inaccessibily of their 
cainps; for although they sometimes appear at 


towns to trade; their tribe may be many miles 
away ou some Eve lade island, to reach which 
uninhabitable wilds must be traversed, and miles 
of mud and water waded, with a probability of 
finding the camp deserted, as they are nomadic in 
their habits. 

The next difficulty is that after finding them, 
their mode of life is such that a person of ayerage 
refinement could not long endure them; but their 
innate prejudice against strangers must be over- 
come before = can gain their confidence, and in 
order to do this fully you must eat and sleep with 


em. 
While you are eating ‘sofka’’ out of 
filtby trays, honey out of “deer 
paunch” jugs, jerked venison and barbecued 


raccoon, aud spending your nights as a demoral- 
ized warrior in an unequal contest, in which you 
find yourself arrayed with Indians, hogs and dogs 
on one side, end fieas on the other (with the odds 
in favor of the fleas), in order to study Mr. Indian, 
he is similarly engagedin studying you, and is 
cautiously revolving in his suspicious mind, with 
his native yeil of seclusiveness around him, 
“What the mischief you are after?” 

The Seminole is hospitable, so far as dividing 
bis bed and board is concerned, but when it comes 
to conversational entertainment, he draws the 
line A few of them talk English, but they sel- 
dom indulge in it, the chiefs disapproving for fear 
they may ‘‘talkee too mueh.”’ They only manage 
to talk sufficiently to do their trading when visit- 
ing towns to dispose of their dressed deer skius, 
and almost invariably get on aspree on such oc- 
casions, which has some tendency to loosen their 
tongues; but one of their number -always 
remains sober, and watches his boo- 
ay brothers like a hawk. Some of 
them visit GQrlando at long intervals. About 
tweive years ago, while anumber of us were as- 
sembled one night at the first hotel built here to 
hear the music of the first piano, the arrival of an 
Indian was announced. He was brought into the 
parlor to amuse the guests, and to see what effect 
the music would have upon him. His native sto- 
icism wes not altogether proof against the effect, 
as he stooped quickly and glanced under thein- 
strument while a brilliant waltz was being exe- 
cuted, and then gazed earnestly at the trembling 
keys and upon the fair face of the golden-haired 
performer, 

Atthe conclusion there wasa hush, each one 
regarding the man of the forest as he stood there 
peculiar in his savage yet picturesque attire—to 
see what demonstration, if any, the wonder that 
filed his bosom would cause him to make—after 
regarding the pretty musician earnestly for a mo- 
menthbe broke the silence with a single remark 
which showed that his apprecfation of beauty was 
stronger than hislove for musie. His comment 
was, ‘‘Ugh! White man’s squaw heap purty!”’ 

‘ MARRIAGE. 

The Seminoles usually sell their daughters in 
marriage tothe lover whose heart the forest belle 
has won, provided he can catch her—this ceremony 
must be gone through at all weddings. The girl 


is given a good start ahead of hersuitor, and as she 
is usually his equal, and sometimes his superior, 
in fleetness, is never caught, unless she wants to 
be. Chief ‘‘Tom Tiger’ paid three hundred dollars 
for his wife, and then had ta catch her: but Tem 
bad a perfect understanding with Sallie before- 
hand, no doubt, and probably she didn’t feel ver 
much like running that day anyway, so he picke 
her up very easily on the homestretch. 

Chief ‘Billy Buster’s’’ wife was getting old and 
ugly and cross, and so, bethinking him to look ou 
for « more amiable and- pleasing companion, he 
bought acomeély girl, *rapoosie,’’ to raise for a 


-wile; but the intended bride sickened and died at 


the age of fifteen; had she lived he would have 
been required to catch her before he married her. 

They evidently do not entertain any very strong 
conception of the superiority of our rate over 
their own, as a chief, once becoming enamored of 
a white gir), tricd to buy her*of her father, urging 
his suit to the tune of $500. He no doubt thought 
Dmg man heap fool’’ to refuse so generous an 
offer. 

They are remarkably virtuous, considering their 
moce of-living and lack of clevating intuaences. 
The penalty fora violation of the laws of chastity 
is very summary. I have heard of Ouly two wo- 
men who transgressed in this particular. Tne un- 
fortunate young mother in the one case was seized 
by the women of her tribe, who hung her with 
their own hands; the other, a chief's wife, being 
above the reach ofcommon women, escaped the 
penalty. Her white child is now said to be a come- 
jy maiden, 

NEGRO SLAVERY. 

It is stilia disputed question with some as to 

whether or not negro slavery still exists among 


_ the Seminoles, and although ‘‘Uncle Sam”’ would 


prefer that I keep quiet on this point, candor com- 
pels me to say that it does--however, their bonds 
are not very galiing andany goveramental inter- 
ference in their behalf would doubtless be consid- 
ered by the slaves themselves as a plece of imper- 
tinent meddling. Their thriftless owners treat 
them more es companions than slaves, and about 
the severest work the men are required to perform 
is hunting, which isa ———— pastime rather than 
a labor, while the slight agricultural! pursuits are 
shared about equally between the Indian and ne- 
gro women. Smail corn and potato patches make 
up the bulk of the farming, together with the 
climbing pumpkin vines that hang their fruit 
among the branches of the trees where they re- 
main out of reach of the pigs until wanted, when 
a well directed rifle ball cuts the stem and drops 
one to the ground. This yarn may seem a little 
“stretchby’’ butitis nevertheless trne—the pump- 
kius are very smail, however,and very sweet. 
During the last war on the Seminoles the U nited 
States troops resorted to the Indian mode of gath- 
rian them, and shot their dinners from the 
rees. 

But, to return to theslavery question: each negro 
man is freed at the age of twenty-one; his master 
then gives him a rifle andif he isa member of the 
‘*Tallahassee tribe’’ will even sell him his daughter 
for a wife if he has enough cash and can catch her. 
I wisb I could record here that he never does, but, 
with shame forthe Indian maiden, I must say that 
it sometimes occurs that the black man outruus 
her, though, as already intimated, this miscegena- 
tion is only practiced by one tribe. The negro 
women are not freed unless a freed man or an In- 
dian brave marries her; in the latter case he must 
buy her of her owner and outrun her, but I have 
heard of no instance in which the negro woman 
outran her Indian pursuer; it may he sugzested 
~ the darkey is not so fleetiooted as the Seminole 
girl. 

Tony has a half breed wife who is 115 years old, 
end vota gray hair in her head, and so active and 
swiftfooted that no Indian maiden has yet been 
found with sufficient temerity to run races with 
old Tony fora second _— on the ticket. Od 
Nance would undoubtedly make it hot for such 
Tony himself is more negro than Indian, and a 
creek in this county was named by the whites 
‘‘Niggertown creek’’ on account of Tony’s camp 
being located upon itin the early days. He isa 
famous bear hunter; it is claimed that he can 


| take a trail a week old in good weather, and bring 


in ‘‘nocosse’s’’ scalp in less than three days, A 
Bengal tiger once escaped from a circus near Cedar 
Key and wandered down into the Everglades; 
Tony, who was Olit hunting, struck his trail and 
supposing it to be the grandfather of all panthers, 
hunted him down and killed him; he theninyited | 
all his friends to take dinner with him, and they 
ate him on the spot. 
BPA friend of mine found that be was to be regaled 
with a fish (or ‘“‘tathla’’) dinner, they were small 
fish; a pot of boiling water hung over the fire and 
the fish were turned in without any unnecessary 
ceremony about dresssng—scales, offal and all.

If he had not been previously warned, he would 
doubtless have ‘‘yamoosed the ranch’’ sooner, or, 
es the Seminole would express it, ‘‘Estahadka 
hiepus,”’ which, being interpreted, would 
mean something like, ‘‘white man, y up and 
git.”” But he smuggled some cheese and crackers 
in his saddle- bags, and ate them on.the sly. Of 
course he sat at meat with them also, but confined 
himeelf principally to jerked venison; their ‘“‘sol- 
ka’’ was too filthy in preparation. It is ys | 
Indian corn mashed and cooked into a paste, an

A Fact tn History (Not Hitherto Stated 
Which Settles the Question, 
From the Current. 

In arecent issue of The Century magazine, in 
the depariment of ‘“Open Letters,’’ page 317, is a 
letter by J. C. Hughes, on the death of the famous 

~'udian warrior, Tecumseh, in which this sentence 
is found: “Colonel Johnson has generally been 
supposed to be the person by whose hand Tecum- 
seh fell, although there is some doubt on the 
point.”’ 

In the rear 1546 I became acquainted with Shab- 
bouva, an Indian chief of the Ottawa tribe, who 
was the aid-de-camp of Tecumseh at the bat. 
tle of the Thames. Shabbona was living on a res- 


eryation, then and since known as Shabbona’s 
grove, in Dekalb county, ILl!., about seventy-five 
or eighty miles west from Chicago. He was nearly 
70 years old, ful) six feet in height, straight as an 
arrow, 2nd with the step and bearing of a prince. 
No man bore,a higher reputation for truth 
end uprightness than he. There are still many 
living in that vicinity wh» can 
attest the accuracy of this rep- 
resentation. When I learned of the position he 
former)y held under Tecumseh I took the oppor- 
tunity to converse with him on the manner of the 
great wasricr’s death in order to satisfy my own 
pring; till then I had regarded the story of his 
fali by the band of Colonel BR. M. Johnson asa tale 
devised for electioneering purposes. That con- 
yereation sett'cd the question with me forever. 
ard lbave no donbtthat Colonel Johnson actu- 
ally killed him; and I write thig in order to settle 
a point of history of importance. 

A year or two before I met Shabbona he was in 
the city of Washington, D. C., walking along the 
street with Mr. W. Gates; he suddenly stopped, 
pointed to a Man across tue street, and said to Mr. 
Gates: ‘That is the man that killed Tecumseh.”’ 
He hed only seen Colonel Johnson iu the fight 
when Tecumseh fel], about thirty years before, 
etill he recognized his oldioe. Mr. Gates related 
to methis incident. Shabbona said that Colonel 
Johnson rode a cream colored horse, and was at 
the heed of his men, leading them on. ‘The battle

Shabbona, puck-achee'’ Pu k-achee means 
run. So Shabbona said that he pnek a-cheed and 
left Johnson alive to enjoy the fruits of his con- 
quest over the mighty lodien. 

After the treaty ot peace was made Shab»oia 
changed sides and became a fast friend of the 
Unttea States government. No complaint was 
ever beard of his loyalty as a subiect or his integ- 
rity asaman. When Back Hawk made waraad fil!- 
ed tne newly settlec country of north Llinsis with 
terror, Shabbona kept ahead of his viadictive war- 


riors and warned the defenseless settlers of 
his Coming, thus affording them time and 
help to escape, and undoubtedly saving 
maby livesand much property by his faithfal- 


bess. After some years he was induced to part 
with his title to the beautiful grove and adjacent 
prairie where his name yet remains, and, with the 
smmaliremnant of bis people who acknowledged 
his chieftainship. he made a homie on the Illinois 
rbd a ot miles i of Morris, in Gruady 
county. where he Gied. If he, in his young life, 
had enjoyed the advantages of civilization, he 
would have stood amon: the foremost of his age.
